Profits of $2,000,000 during a six 
months’ period were made by the 
Niquor smuggling syndicate against} 
which the Federal authorities moved 
in thirty‘five simultaneous raids} 
Wednesday afternoon, Prohibition 
Administrator William J. Calhoun of 
New Jersey declared yesterday. The} 
estimate was based on accounts dis-| 
covered in two little black books 
taken by Federal agents in the raid 
on the former Oscar Hammerstein } 
estate at Highlands, N. J., occupied 
by the syndicate as its principal 
plant. 

These two books also contained 
closely written memoranda of large 
sums paid as protection to local of-| 
ficials in New Jersey and to other! 
persons. Mr. Calhoun would talk 
only sparingly of these disclosures, 
but he 
lead to action, against the recipients 
of the bribes.” 

The great activity unleashed by 
Mr. Calhoun with the ordering of the | 
raids, which culminated six months) 
of preparation, continued unabated 
throughout yesterday. Agents all 
along the field of action, from Atlan- 
tie City to Sag Harbor, searched for | 
persons indicted but not yet arrested, 
and overhauled the raided premises | 
for liquor and records which might! 
have been overlooked in the raids. 

Mannie Kessler and Morris Sweet-! 
wood, the two former ‘‘bootleg 
kings’’ who were reputed to have re- 
formed after serving terms in At- 
lanta, were released from custody in| 
Trenton yesterday. They had been} 
arrested in one of the raids in High- 
Jands, although the government in- 
formation had not indicated they 
were involved in the operations. They 
were held as material witnesses, be-| 
cause they had been on the raided | 
premises. United States Attorney | 
Philip Forman announced yesterday | 
that he had no grounds on which to} 
hold, them, and ordered their release | 
on their promise that they would ap- | 
pear for questioning if wanted. 


Trenton Court Jammed. 


The Federal court at Trenton, | 
N. J., was jammed with lawyers, de- | 
fendants and witnesses all day, as| 
arrangements were completed for | 
arraigning the men before Federal | 
Judgé William N. Runyon. Fourteen | 
defendants, arrested in New Jersey,

Whole Northeast Shivers in a Near-Gale. 


Wintry weather struck the North-, 
eastern States yesterday, bringing to | 
this city, Newark, Philadelphia, | 
Buffalo and other places the first | 
snow of the season. The flurries | 
were borne along on a chill north-| 
west wind that made many persons | 


bring out their heavy Winter over- 
coats, 

In New York, as in most other} 
communities, the snow fall was very | 


this city escaped more lightly than 
Scranton, Pa., and Norwalk, Conn.,} 
which were visited by sleet and hail. 

The northwest wind, which reached 
a maximum of 56 miles an hour here 
at 3:45 P. M., caused at least one 
casualty. Shortly after 4 P. M., Joha 
Rosier, 77 years old, of 1,445 Smith 
Avenue, North Bergen, N. J., was 
carried off his feet by the wind 
whistling through the canyons of the 
downtown district, at Vesey and 
West Streets. He suffered a lacerated 
left eye and a fractured left shoulder.

Hospital. 

In Syracuse, N. Y., there was a 
drop of 27 degrees in temperature, | 
the thermometer falling to 34.

In Norwalk, Conn., 
a 50-foot flagpole was snapped off.

Secretariat Announces Jarists 


Will Consider Plans to Link It 
With the Covenant.

GENEVA, Oct. 17.—Sir Eric Drum- 


mond, the Secretary General of the 
League of Nations, sent to League 
members today the-text of the As- 
sembly’s resolution to link the Kel- 
logg pact with the League covenant, 
a request for the members’ views, 
and announcement that a committee 
of jurists to consider them will be 
appointed. 

In accordance with the Assembly 
resolution,’ any observations the gov- 
ernments: of. League members may 
desire to make will be submitted to 
a committee which the Assembly 
asked the Council to convene, and 
which is to meet at the end of Feb- 
ruary or the beginning of March, 
1930. The appointment of the com- 
mittee will be placed on the agenda 
of the next session of the Council in 
January, and it is said to be certain 
now that the five big powers and Bel- 
gium, Denmark, Chile, Poland, Peru 
and perhaps Sweden will be chosen 
to participate in it. 

It is expected that the League con- 
ference will raise especially two 
points: self-defense and sanctions 
or international action by the 
League. Attempts. will surely be 
made to. introduce _ self-defense 
reservations, but it is almost certain 
that the British Government will 
oppose these reservations, as the cov- 
enant does not contain as such any 
justification of self-defense, although 
it is not so pacific as to force its 
signatories to accept invasion. 

n the other hand, there is a grow- 
ing feeling that legal execution of 
decisions of the Council to save a 
community must be imposed. States 
favoring self-defense reservations 
will be bound to recognize the right 
of a community to act in order to 
restore peace.

TOKIO, Oct. 17.—The government’s 
proposal to reduce the salaries of 
officials has aroused a storm of oppo- 
sition in which the legal officials are 
taking the lead. Meetings of judges 
and procurators have been held in 
Tokio courts which passed resolu- 
tions denouncing the plan, and the 
Minister of Justice was obliged to 
inform the Cabinet that numerous 
resignations were threatened if the 
reductions were enforced, 

The Minister of Justice summoned 
a number of the highest legal offi- 
cials to discuss the matter, and only 
after’ heated protests had been made 
did they agree to advise their col- 
leagues to discontinue their agita- 
tion. 

Protests are also being received 
from the Korean and Formosa Gov- 
|ernments, while university professors 
and teachers who, like the judges, 
are wretchedly paid, are in revolt. 

The officials’ agitation has the sup 
port of the public, who fear that 
their employers will follow the gov- 
ernment’s lead and violent criticisms 
of Junnosuke Inouye, Minister of 
Finance, are heard. The Tokio Asahi 
declares that the proposal is both 
rash and absurd, and the Jiji Shimpo 
says that instead of extorting $4,000,- 
000 from underpaid officials, the 
Minister should reduce the military 


budget. :

“This country has been made by | 
the Tim Murphys, by the men in the 
vranks,’? said the Governor in begin- 
ning his informal address. ‘‘Condi- 
‘ions here have calied for the quali- | 
ties of heart and head that Tim | 
Murphy had in such abundance. It 
is to the men in the ranks, more 
than to the Generals, that we are 
indebted.”’ 

Governor Roosevelt expressed re- 
gret that the story of the Battle of 
Saratoga is less known to American 
school children than the Battle of 
Thermopylae, and sketched the vital 
part that this region played in the 
American war for independence. 

“This valley,’’ he said, ‘‘running | 
from the St. Lawrence to Lake | 
Champlain, then up Lake Cham-| 
plain and across this narrow di- 
vide to the Hudson, was the logical | 
place for the British to try to split 
the Colonies. And so the pian of the | 
British was to cut through here. The | 
fact that the battle which resulted 
was one of the fifteen decisive bat- 
tles of the world makes this battle- 
field one of vital importance.”’ 


Hopes for National Recognition. 


The Governor then turned to the 
progress thus far made in conserv- 
ing the ground on which the battle 
was fought, and restoring some of | 
its most interesting historical re- | 
mains. Some sixteen hundred acres 
have been taken over by the State, 
and leaders in the work of restoring 
the field are urging the acquisition | 
of about 1.800 acres more. 

‘While it is right and proper,”’ said 
the Governor, ‘‘that the State of | 
New York complete the task begun | 
here, I hope more and more that the | 
National Government will recognize 
this scene here as the site of a na- 
tional shrine.”’

SUGGESTS DRY OPTION 


Prof. H. L. McBain Says Federal 
Government Should Then 


Enforce Choices Made. 


Local prohibition option by sections

form, according to Professor Howard 
Lee McBain, dean of the faculty of 
political science, philosophy and pure 
science at Columbia University. 

Dr. McBain, who is Ruggles Pro- 
fessor of Constitutional Law, in ex- 


of lawyers at the India House, 1 
Hanover Square, reiterated his belief 
that an amendment to the Eigh- 
teenth Amendment, providing ‘‘pro- 
hibition for those parts of the coun- 
try that want it and not 
upon sections where the sentiment is 
against it, would be constructive in 
solving the present problems.” 


“There are parts of the country In | 
which the present law is not ignored | 


as extensively as in New York,”’ he 
continued, ‘‘and there is still a large 
sentiment 
What is needed is a law giving Con- 


cating liquors that is not uniform 
throughout the country. The sec- 
tions exercising local option need not 
follow State lines. The scheme itself 


should be prepared by Congress and | 


presented to the several States, giv- 
ing them their choice of 
types of prohibition, modified pro- 
hibition or  non-prohibition and 
backed by an assurance of Federal 
enforcement of their choice.’’ 


Professor McBain said that in his 


opinion any organization or group 
with a proposal to repeal the Figh- 
teenth Amendment would not suc- 
ceed, since Congress is not likely to 
make a definite move for repeal. 

He characterized the present en- 
forcement of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment a ‘‘frost’’ and the fines im- 
posed by the Federal courts nothing 
better than license fees for the sale 
of liquor.

fendant took the stand. Sixty-six 
Jews were killed and many more 
wounded in the Arab attacks in| 
Hebron, and as this trial is the first 
in connection with the recent attacks 
the .case is attracting the greatest 
interest; everyone being curious to 
know what defense is offered. 

A significant feature today Was | 
the substitution of a new prosecutor 
for the one who had been acting 
during the previous two days. The 
new prosecutor, like the one he suc- ! 
ceeded, is an Arab and resembles 
his predecessor in the paucity of 
questions put to witnesses, thereby | 
rendering it necessary for the Court 
itself to examine the witnesses to 
clarify ambiguous statements. To- 
day when the prosecutor, after put- 
ting a few questions to the defend- 
ant on cross-examination, stated he} 
had finished, the Court began ques- 
tioning, and continued for more than 
an hour. 


Contradicts Other Witnesses. 


Despite testimony given in the last 
two days by nearly a dozen wit-| 
nesses for the prosecution, including | 
the British Superintendent of Police | 


Cafferata, that they saw and heard 
Sheik Taleb addressing mobs andj 
inciting them to massacre, the de-| 
fendant on the stand absolutely de-| 
nied all statements made by previ-| 
ous witnesses. He contradicted Cat- | 
ferata’s statement that the latter | 
had seen him address mobs and as-| 
gerted he never had led or addressed | 
crowds in all his life. | 

‘As a matter of fact, he said, when | 
he saw stones being thrown at Jews | 
on Friday afternoon, Aug. 23, he! 
went to the police and told them to} 
protect the Jews. The -police, how- | 
ever, know nothing of such a report, | 
they assert. Admitting he knew that 
a student at the rabbinical college | 
had been killed Friday afternoon, the 
Sheik said he attached no impor- 
tance to that incident and did not 
expect anything serious to happen. 

Despite the assertions of witnesses 
for the prosecution that they heard 
him read a telegram from Jerusalem 
that hundreds of Moslems had been 
killed by Jews there, the Sheik de- 
nied having had any knowledge on 
that Friday afternoon that any 
trouble was going on in Jerusalem. 
He said it was not until Saturday 
morning that he learned of it from} 
police reports. 

Hearing this statement Judge De 
Freitas said: 

“TI refuse to believe that you as a 
member of the Arab Executive Com- | 
mittee did not know what was going | 
on in Jerusalem.”’ 

Saturday morning, when the mas- 
g@acre occurred, the defendant en- 
tered a coffee shop at about 8 A. M., 
he asserted, and remained there until 
9:30, when someone came in and 
informed him there was trouble in 
the town. However, he did not leave 
the coffee shop until 11:30, he said. 

When asked by the judge why, if 
he was such a good friend of the 
Jews, seeking to protect them, 
should they try to invent such stor- 
jes about him, the defendant failed 
to reply. He also failed to explain a 
question asked by the court as to 
why in view of his consideration for 
the Jews he did not go out Saturday 
morning and try to pacify the Arab 
crowds. He could assign no reason, 
but repeated his story of how friend- 
ly he was with the Jews. He stated 
that he refused to believe that re- 
gspectable Moslems in Hebron were

Furuseth Attacks Proposed Bill 
as Keeping Power of Equity 
Courts Against Unions. 


WOLL SEES CURB INSTEAD 


The Federation Re-Elects President 
Green and All Officers—Picks 
Boston for 1930 Convention.

TORONTO, Ont., Oct. 17.—After an 
all-day debate on labor’s anti-injunc- 
tion policy which will be continued 
tomorrow, the delegates to the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor Convention 
this afternoon elected William Green, 
former secretary treasurer of the 
United Mine Workers, president for 
the fifth time and re-elected the 
other officers without opposition. 

“T have been going at a tremendous 
pace for five years since I was called 
to serve as a successor of the great 
Samuel Gompers,’’ President Green 
said after his reelection. ‘I am not 
sure that I can keep up the pace, 
but I will keep it up or sink in my 
tracks.’’ 

Boston was chosen as the conven- 
tion city next year. 


Sharp disagreement on the pro- 


gram of injunction relief developed | 
between Andrew Furuseth, president 
of the International Seamen’s Union, 
|and Vice-President Matthew Woll of | 
E A. F. of L. The committee on 


resolutions submitted a proposed 
anti-injunction bill which had been 
endorsed by the executive council 
and asked the convention to sustain 
the council. The latter had prepared 
a bill to be introduced ‘gt the next 
session of Congress and also an- 
nounced that it would sanction the 
|}amendment or repeal of the Sher- 
| man law or Clayton act or both. 


Furuseth Assails Equity Courts. 
Directly the resolutions committee 
asked the convention to endorse the 


executive council’s program, Mr. 
Furuseth, a student of the injunc- 
ion problem, declared that action 
upon the measure would ‘‘determine 
the possibility or the impossibility of 
the labor movement continuing.’’ 

He attacked the jurisdiction of the 
equity courts in cases of injunctions 
and indicated that his desire was to 
eliminate the equity court entirely 
from consideration of labor matters. 

He declared that the equity power 
was ‘‘the most absolute and irrespon- 
sible power the world has ever 
known,”’ and recalled that when the 


| Sherman law was passed labor was | 


told that the act did not apply to 
labor organizations. Then labor 
worked for the passage of the Clay- 
ton act, he said, although the new 
law, in his opinion at the time of its 
passage, was meant that labor should 
be ‘‘bound hand and foot by it.’’ 
Since the passage of the Clayton 
act, he said, ‘‘more injunctions than 
ever have been issued and we have 


found that it did not exempt labor | 


from the injunction but legalized the 
injunction.’’ 

Criticizing the proposed bill before 
the convention, Mr. Furuseth assert- 
ed that it would, for the first time, 
place labor willingly under the juris- 
diction of the equity courts. He as- 
serted that the bill would give the 
court such jurisdiction on one hand 
and then say to the judge: ‘‘Please 
be kind to us; do not abuse your 
power.”’ 


Woll’s Defense of Proposal. 


Mr, Woll opposed Mr. Furuseth’s 


suggestion that the proposed bill be 
|} sent back to the executive council,

TORONTO, Ont., Oct. 17.—A strike 
involving 400 members of the Feder- 
ation of Musicians and 750 members 
of the International Alliance of The- 
atrical Stage Employes wil!’ begin on 
Sunday, unless an agreement is 
reached on the dispute involving the 
Philadelphia musicians, it was an- 
nounced today by Joseph N. Weber 
and William Canavan, presidents, re- 
spectively, of the musicians and 
stage hands unions. 

‘“‘We will go as far as can be ex- 
pected of us in making common 
cause with the musicians,’’ said Mr. 
Canavan today.

Mr. Weber explained that the 
Philadelphia musicians in the legiti- 
mate theatres have had a season of 
thirty-five weeks of guaranteed em- 
ployment.- In their negotiations with 
the managers this year the musicians 
agreed to waive the guarantee, al- 
though they had sought merely to 
have the old agreement renewed. 

“Having agreed to give up the 
guaranteed period of employment, 
which meant a large sacrifice, the 
musicians asked to be reimbursed 
partly for what they gave up,” said 
Mr. Weber. 


“They asked for a wage increase | 


of $12 a week, which, if granted, 
would not have made up the loss en- 
tailed by giving up the guarantee 
concession. 

“The managers refused to give the 
men the increase requested and the 
musicians dropped their demand 
down to $10 a week, the minimum. 
Nevertheless the managers have not 
offered one cent for the sacrifice 
made by the musicians.”’ 

Mr. Canavan declared that 
year’s theatrical season was an ex- 
ceedingly prosperous one for the Shu- 
bert interests, and he saw no reason 
why the musicians’ demand could not 
be met.

Recently in the little town of White Hills, Illinois, a 
clean, white marble shaft was built to reach, symbolical | 
of the story it commemorates, from carth toward heaven. 
This monument was dedicated to the memory and example 
of a young country school teacher, and to the love and de- 
= that led her to give her: life to save those who trusted 
in her. 


On a summer day, not long ago, a tornado swept 
Southern Illinois. A little country schoolhouse, containing 
twenty-two children in charge;of the teacher, Annie Louise 
Keller, lay in its path. 


Annie Keller saw the ugly twister coming out of the 
black sky. Realizing the danger, she promptly ordered the 
children to crawl under the desks and stay there. They 
obeyed. To make sure that none of them in the inevitable | 
panic, tried to run out of the little building, she calmly 1 
stood watch at the door. 


Then the storm struck. Five minutes later, the school 
building was an utter wreck. Bricks and boards were 
strewn in vast confusion everywhere. The sheltering desks 
were covered with debris. 


But when a rescuing party cleared away the ruins a 
little later, there was only one dead body. It was the broken 
form of that stouthearted young school teacher, crushed by 
a falling wall.

RIGHT-HAND TURNS. 


Commissioner WHALEN has been 
experimenting lately with a minor 
measure of traffic relief which has 
possibilities. At some much used 
corners he has marked a lane at the 
right, near the curb, for the exclu- 
sive use of vehicles intent on mak- 
ing a right-hand turn. They are 
thus enabled to proceed on their way 
| without waiting for the cars ahead 
of them to clear ‘on the green.” 
| This device has been tried success- 
fully at West End Avenue and 
Seventy-second Street, at the Fifth 
Avenue and Seventy-second Street 
entrance to Central Park, at the cor- 
| ner of Fortieth Street and Broadway 
and elsewhere. Taxi-drivers have 
| learned to respect the privilege and 
it may prove possible to extend the 
| practice to other parts of the city. 

The right-hand turn “on the red” 
is generally frowned upon by traffic 
experts on the ground that it vio- 
| lates the principle that a red light 
should mean stop. It is an expedi- 
ent made necessary in this city be- 
cause of excessive congestion. But 
if it is to be still further extended, 
protection should be given to the 
pedestrian, who is ground between 
| the upper and nether millstones of 
traffic as it is. To be sure, existing 
| regulations require all vehicles wish- 
ing to make a right turn on the 
red to come to a full stop before 
doing so,

in a thousand obeys it. The pedes- 
trian is also afforded nominal pro- 
tection by the rule imposing a speed 
limit of eight miles an hour on 
vehicles turning corners. But that 
has been found extremely hard to

THE GERMAN REFERENDUM. 


Hard upon the death of STRESE- 
MANN follows a Nationalist effort to 
cancel his work for European peace 
and to wreck the spirit of modera- 
tion in Germany upon which his poli- 
cies were based. In the next two 
weeks the Nationalists will be gath- 
ering the 4,000,000 votes needed to 
bring their “liberty bill” to a refer- 
endum vote of the German people. 
The bill rejects the war guilt clauses 
of the Versailles Treaty and all rep- 
arations settlements based on those 
clauses; in other words, the Young 
plan.

Princeton Head Warns Jersey 
Club Convention American 
Home Is Menaced. 


AIR PROGRESS IS DESCRIBED 


O’Ryan Predicts Planes WIH Speed

PRINCETON, N. J., Oct. 17.—‘‘The 

integrity of family life is menaced 
in America today,’’ President John 
Grier Hibben of Princeton University

General John F. O’Ryan of New 
| York was another speaker. His

cussion of the work of a woman 
| citizen were other features of the 
conference.

Stresses Responsibility. 


“The rights of citizens connote 
very serious responsibilities,’’ said 
Dr. Hibben. ‘‘Your rights as citizens 
are permanently secured, but your 
duties as citizens are equally perma- 
nent.

ALBANY, Oct. 17.—A distinct ret- 


fogression in the form and content 
of American common school educa- 
tion in recent years was noted by Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler, president of 


Columbia University, in an address 


at the sixty-fifth convocation of the 
University of the State of New York, 


held in the State Education building 
here this evening. 

Asserting that this decline has oc- 
eurred simultaneously with ‘‘as- 
tounding advances’’ on the adminis- 
‘trative and material sides. Dr. Butler 
attributed it to two major factors, 
‘abandonment of the doctrine of for- 
mal discipline, upon which, he said, 
must rest the building of character, 
and ‘“‘the collapse of the family and 
the church as cooperating educa- 
tional agencies.”’ 

Dr. Butler and Dr. A. Lawrence 
Lowell, president of Harvard Uni- 
\wersity, received honorary degrees of 
Doctor of Laws at the convocation 
from Dr. Frank P. Graves, State 
Commissioner of Education. 

In conferring the degree upon Dr. 
Butler, Dr. Graves said that, while 
institutions in many countries had 
honored him, ‘‘the University of the 
State of New York, bound to you 
by the closest of historic ties, may 
far more fittingly seek to honor you 
at the quarter-centennial of its uni- 
fication with the State Department 
of Public Instruction. You it was 
who first advocated this union.”’ 

In this feature of the quarter-cen- 


tennial observances former Governor 
Horace White of Syracuse presided, 


and in his opening address declared | 


that the consolidation act ‘‘removed 
the leadership of the public school 
system from political influence.’’ 

overnor Roosevelt and President 
Lowell were also speakers. 


Butler Sees Educational Waste. 


“The pretty complete abandonment 
of the doctrine of formal discipline 
has deprived school teachers of any 
objective that really matters,’’ Dr. 
Butler said in his address. ‘‘We are 


now actually invited and urged to 
take as our model for the education 
of the American child the cow, which 
grazing lazily in the pasture munches 
what pleases the eye and seems likely 
to fill the stomach. The result is so 
plain that no one can be excused for 
failing to see it. 

“The object of discipline is not, as 
some would have us believe, to re- 
press individuality, to impose pre- 
conceived doctrines and notions, but 
to serve as the rungs of a ladder 
which enables a child to mount to 
the height of self-discipline. When 
that is accomplished, character is 
builded and education has achieved 
its chiefest end.”’ 

Scattered and experimental meth- 
ods resulted in the fact that ‘‘a very 
large part of our total educational 
effort is wasted,’’ he continued. 

“The unreasoning outbursts of ex- 
‘hortation, fanaticism, ignorance and 
intolerance that continue to sweep 
over our people from time to time 
‘are the direct product of the lack of 
‘that discipline leading to self-disci- 
Pline which it is the first business 
of education to give.” 

Asserting that sound education is 
the product of three factors, the 
home, the school and the Church, 
Dr. Butler said that the failure of 
the home and the Church to function 
properly as cooperating influences 

ad placed an ‘‘excessive and impos- 
sible burden’’ on the school. 

“If parents are to turn over the 
entire training of their children to 
school teachers and to abdicate their 
own just authority and responsibility, 
we are faced with a situation, which, 
to speak mildly, is alarming. 

Dr. Butler suggested that one half- 
day session a week in the schools 
should be set apart for the religious 
instruction of the pupils, each ‘‘to 
receive that form of religious teach- 
ing which his parents desire and 
prefer, or, if they should so choose, 
no religious teaching at all.’”’ 

Declaring himself ‘‘an incorrigible 
optimist,’’ Dr. Butler concluded with 
the view that the form and content 
of education ‘‘must go forward on 
the high road of idealism and char- 
acter building, of knowledge of be- 
ginnings and of causes, of acquaint- 
ance with great achievements and 
great events, and of those men of 
whatever land, of whatever faith 
and of whatever speech, who have 
been captains of the human spirit 
and who point the way for all time.’’ 


Roosevelt Urges Modernizatice. 


Governor Roosevelt, in responding 
to the topic ‘‘The State’s Interest in 
Education,” pledged his support to 
the regents on the program for ex- 
tension of education in rural -dis- 
tricts. He said that New York 
needed to feel the competition of 
other States in order to keep it in 
the van, 

‘“‘When I was recently in Georgia, 
I found that every school in a neigh- 
boring county was a consolidated 
school. In North Carolina in many 
counties there are no one-room or 
two-room schools. What county of 
the State of New York can boast 
such a record. Yet we are certainly 
the wealthiest State in the Union,’’ 
gaid the Governor. 

He said there were 7,000 one and 
two-room schools in the State at 
+r and strongly appealed for 
(the extension of modern schools 
through the country districts. 

‘‘We may have sympathy with 
those who talk of the little red 
schoolhouse,”’ he said, “‘but the day 
ef the one-room school is definitely 
gone.”’ 

Asserting that the State had given 
free rein to colleges in their develop- 


ent, which had brought ‘“‘the finest 
nd of competition,’’ he said the 


i 

King must concern itself with the 
fundamental educational need of its 
children. 


Discussing ‘‘self-education in col- 


lege,’?’ Dr. Lowell explained the new 
plan of residential houses at Harvard, 
paying a tribute to Edward S. Hark- 
ness, who gave the funds for the en- 
terprise. 

Referring to the criticisms leveled 
at the American college on the 
ground that undergraduates did not 
take their education seriously, Dr. 
Lowell said that this criticism had 
too much foundation, and added: 

“If the desire of undergraduates 
for a sound education cannot be in- 
creased over what it has been, the 
American college, in spite of its pres- 
ent vogue, will not endure. 

The blight of American education 
is working for near-objectives and 
scoring them off when attained, a 
tendency encouraged by the system 
of courses and counting of credits. 

“The aim or goal should be as re- 
mote as possible consistent with 
its being not so far off that thought 
of it can be postponed for the pres- 
ent. With that idea, we require for 
graduation a general examination on 
a relatively wide field.’’

ITALO-TURKISH TREATY 
IS FILED WITH LEAGUE 


Political Clauses Relating to Mil-| 


itary Understanding Rouse 
Criticism by Jurists. 


Wireless to THE New YOrK Times, 

GENEVA, Oct. 17.~The much com- 
mented upon treaty of neutrality, 
conciliation and judicial settlement, 
concluded by Italy with Turkey in 
May, 1928, was registered with the 
League today. The treaty contains 
important political clauses similar 
to those contained in the German- 


Rusisan neutrality treaty, and some 
international jurists consider it as 
contrary, if not to the letter, then 
to the spirit of the League’s cove- 
nant. 

The political clauses of this treaty 
consider, in effect, that the parties 
undertake not to enter into any po- 
litical agreement, or any other com- 
bination directed against one of 
them. If, despite its pacific attitude, 
the clause adds, one of the parties 
is attacked by one or more other 
powers, the other party will remain 
neutral during the whole conflict. 

This neutrality decided upon in ad- 
vance is looked upon as conflicting 
with Articles XII, XV and XVI of 
the covenant, providing not only ma- 
chinery for the pacific settlement of 
disputes, but also sanctions against 
the eventual aggressor, to which all 
League members are bound to agrec. 

The clauses for pacific settlement 
of disputes in this treaty provide 
|} that all disputes shall be dealt with 
| by conciliation, and should this fail 
by a court of justice. However, it 
jis also stipulated that the treaty 
; Shall not apply to questions which in 
| virtue of the treaties in force be- 
tween the parties, comes under their 
jurisdiction. Neither shall the treaty 
apply to questions concerning the 
right of their sovereignty, as recog- 
nized by international law. 

The League notes that thus far 
nine treaties for the pacific settle- 
ment of disputes have been con- 
cluded by Italy with Germany, Chile, 
Spain, Finland, Britain, Hungary, 
Lithuania, Switzerland and Turkey. 
They are all of the same type, except 


many, that is to say, they all provide 
for judicial settlement of all disputes. 

The treaty is also the first on pa- 
cific settlement of disputes concluded 
by Turkey and registéred with the 
League.

Toscanini Gives Novelty. 


Mr. Toscanini, for the third pro- 
gram of his present Philharmonic- 
Symphony season, gave last night in 
Carnegie Hall a first New York per- 
formance of a forgotton page by Fer- 
dinando Paér—the overture to - hia 
opera ‘Il Sargino.’’ Paér’s ‘‘Maestro 


di cappella’ is a masterpiece of its

Plans to Buy Four Amphibians | 
—$100,000 Sought to Reward 
Secret Service Detail.

Spokesmen of Civic Groups Back His | 
Requests, Most of Which Are 
Likely to Be Granted. 


Police Commissioner Whalen, in 
the second public hearing before the 
Board of Estimate on the 1930 tenta- 
tive city budget, made an earnest 
plea yesterday for expansion of his 
department, including an addition of 
3.000 policemen for patrol and traffic 
duty, money for police airplanes, 
radio outfits and maritime equip-| 
ment. 

If the Board of Estimate should 
grant all his requests they would add 
more than $6,000,000 to the sum al-| 
ready allotted to the Police Depart- 
ment in the tentative budget. The 
budget director allowed $48,326 ,669.30 
as against the commissioner’s re- 
quest for $54,605,813.80. The depart- 
ment’s budget allotment for the eur- | 
rent year was $46,661,095.55. The ap- 
peal will be taken under considera- | 
tion and a decision will be reached 
in executive sessior. of the board, 
possibly today. In the City Hall the 
impression prevailed last night that 
most, if not all, of Mr. Whalen’s re-'! 
quests would be granted. 

In urging the necessity for adding 
3,009 patrolmen to the force, though 
2.500 have been added since 1926 by 
the present ‘administration, the com- 
missioner declared that the city's 
population had increased by 600,000 
and that 10,000 new buildings had 
been erected. 

Plans Twenty New Precincts. 


He declared that more men are 
needed fc- patrol and for traffic 
duty. He said he desired to estab- 
lish twenty new precincts, of which 
there would be six in Queens, fou: 
each in Manhattan and the Bronx, 
five in Brooklyn and one in Rich 
mond. 

“‘At present,’” said Mr. Whalen, 
we are faced with an actual short- 
age of 3,157 men if we are to cover 


‘properly the patrol and traffic posts 


‘during the day 


and night hours. In 
outlying sections of the city there 
are now patrolmen who are expected 
to cover about eight miles of streets, 
which, of course, is an absurdity.” 

In urging the need of $100,000 to 


: give extra pay to his newly formed 


“secret service squad.’’ Mr. Wha- 
len declared that it had already dem- 
onstrated its usefulness and. effi- 
ciency. Only last Saturday night, 
he said, a secret service man, who 
had masqueraded for two weeks as 
a member of a bandit gang, gave 
information that led to the arrest of 
the gang and to the recovery of an 
$11.000 payroli which they had stolen 
in New Jersey four hours before. 
“These secret service men carry 
neither police shield nor pistol,’’ said 
the commissioner. ‘‘They are en- 
titled to some extra compensation.’’ 

Mr. Whalen also asked funds to! 
meet the expense of awarding 
bonuses to two clesses of men who 
have shown exceptional results in 
the line of duty. He wanted enough 
to pay to sixty such worthy patrol- 
men bonuses of $500 a year and to 
sixty others $240 a year. He pointed 
out that the only way in which he 
can now reward patrolmen for out- 
standing meritorious service is to| 
make them detectives. 


Wants $54,000 for Airplanes. 


Other items that the commissioner 
asked to have restored to the budget 
were an approvriation to defray the 
expenses of a competent pathological | 
chemist, whose work would include 
the analvsis of blood and other stains 
in homicide cases; $150,009 for a 120- 
foot harbor patrol boat, $54,000 for 
four amphibian airplanes, $10,000 for 
& special low-wave radio transmitter | 
to be installed in Police Headquar- | 
ters, $50,000 for the purchase of 500 
receiving sets to be installed in auto- ; 
mobiles and station houses, $99,500 | 


for a bureau of crime prevention in | 
which certain policemer would be 
detailed for something like social ser- 
vice work among the juvenile popu- | 
lation, and $5,000 for the hire of lec- | 
turers at the police college. 

The salary of the pathological 
chemist, Mr. Whalen said, would be 
$5,000 a year. The 3,000 ‘extra pa- 
trolmen would be added to the force 
in quarterly instalments of 750 each, 
the first group beine mustered in on 
Jan. 1, 1930. The total cost of -the 
3,000 new men would be $3,316,500.

Ford’s Historical Village 
To Be a Real, Lively Town 


DETROIT, Oct.. 17 (4.—The 
historical village which Henry 
Ford has creatéd near his estate 
at Dearborn, just outside of De- 
troit, is to be named Greenfield, 
taking the name of the little coun- 
try. village the automobile manu- 
facturer and Mrs. Ford knew in 
their youth. The original Green- 
field was wiped..out by the ex- 
pansion of the Detroit metropol- 
itan area. 

Mr. Ford was quoted as saying 
that if practical the new village, 
made of historical buildings gath- 
ered from many places, will be 
incorporated, with self -govern- 
ment. 

‘In any event,” he said, ‘‘it 
will be a live village, everybody 
busy in the inn, store and shops, 
as they were in any old-time 
village.

Expected Decline in Stock Mar-

Officials, However, Are Reported to

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—The 
probability that profits taken in the 
market this year will not

Taxes on such profits formed the 
backbone of the great increase in in-

The recent breaks in the bull move- 
ment on the Stock Exchange have 
served to emphasize the importance 
of thie feature of the government 
revenue. While none of the govern- 
ment experts forecast a continuation 
of such conditions, the point is obvi- 
ous to them that the reactions 
already experienced will serve to cur- 
tail the share which the government 
will receive in the form of future 
taxes.

For the fiscal year 1929 the revenue 
collections were $2,330,000,000 a gain 
of $157,000,000 over the previous fiscai 
vear and this was accounted for by 
the big jump in personal income 
taxes in the Mareh and June quar- 
ters. Corporation taxes held about 
even with the previous year, despite 
a decrease of 1!» per cent in the cor- 
poration income tax rate. 

Along with the prospect of a sharp 
decline in revenues, another factor 
to be considered is the advance in 
government expenditures. 

The cost of running the various de- 
partments of the government for the 
first three months of the fiscal vear 
rom July 1 to Sept. 30 have increased 
to $544,274,080.43 from $510,857 ,453.54 
for the same months of last year, an 
increase of more than $33,000,000 and 
all costs of conducting the govern- 
meni’s affairs, exclusive of !tems 
used for debt reduction, have ad- 
vanced to $722,680,844.94 from $704,- 
477 .440.28. 

While these increases are not very 
heavy, they are accepted as indicat- 
ing a steady upward trend in costs 
that may continue throughout the 
year. 

This does not mean that treasury 
officials have given up hope of tax 
reduction, but rather that none of 
the more recent developments are he- 
ing overlooked in making estimates 
of what it may be safe to recom- 
mend.

The Universal. which printed 
“interview,’’ will say in tomorrow's 
issue that it is not the Queen but 
her Minister who denies its authen- 
tieiiv end will assure its readers that 
the interview was well founded.

Few gave a thought to Shawkey, 
but Huggins apparently had giver | 
considerable thcught to Bob as ne | 
coached his pitchers this year, and} 
yesterday Colonel Ruppert followed | 
the dictates of his late pilot. 

“Several years ago,’’ said Colonel 
Ruppert, addressing a group of bas«- | 
bali writers who packed the press 
room at the Yankees’ Forty-second 
Street offices, ‘‘Huggins discussed 
with me the possibility of something | 
happening to him and _ frequentl.

NAVY ACCEPTS OFFER 


Rear Admiral Robison of An- 
napolis Agrees to Invitation for 
Washington Conference. 


NEED FOR GAME IS SEEN 


Major Gen. Smith of West Point, 
in Message, Points Out 
Demand by Public. 


GIVES ELIGIBILITY BASIS| 


Suggests That Any Student Ap- 
proved at Either Academy Be 
Permitted to Play Football. 


A meeting will be held in Wash- | 
ington shortly to bring about a re- 
sumption of athletic relations be- 
tween the United States Military and 
Naval Academies. This fact devel- 
oped yesterday when Major Gen. 
William R. Smith, Superintendent of | 
the Military Academy at West Point, 
sent a 300-word telegraphic message 
to Rear Admiral Samuel S. Robison, 
Superintendent of the Naval Acad-| 
emy, in which General Smith in- 
vited Admiral Robison to a confer- 
ference. The latter accepted the in- 
vitation. 

The conference is aimed at paving | 
the way for the renewal of the clas- | 
sic Army and Navy football game. | 
The movement is for the resumption 
of relations which were broken two | 
years ago following the contest be- 


tween the cadets and midshipmen 
at the Polo Grounds. 


Controversy Reviewed. 


The message to Admiral Robison, |

caused the break, and cited the pub- 
lic demand for the Army-Navy grid- 
iron classic and specifically proposed | 
that it be resumed. Admiral Robison, | 
upon receipt of the proposal, de-/} 
clared he would be glad to meet! 
the Military Academy authorities | 
with a view of reaching an agree-| 
ment. 

General Smith’s message to Ad- 
miral Robison followed closely upon 
recent efforts of Representative 
Fred Britten of Illinois, who long 
has sought to effect a reconciliation 
and whose latest effort was punctu- 
ated by his hint that the renewal of 
athletic relations, and more especial- 
ly the staging once more of the 
Army-Navy game, were much favored 
by President Hoover.

Text of the Message. 


The message sent by General

HE big teams that were beaten last week won’t be 
in any yielding mood tomorrow. Corneil will find 
the Tiger just a bit fiercer because of the result 

of the Brown battle at Old Nassau last Saturday, and 
Brown undoubtedly will find a Bulldog practicaliy 
raving mad at New Haven because of the rout at 
Athens, Ga. 

The unblushing Violet was trodden into the turf by a 
fighting Fordham team, which leads to the suspicion 
that Hugo Bezdek and his merry men from the Nit- 
tany Mountains will suffer for the Fordham victory 
when they stack up against the N. Y. U. team. In 
recent years it has been the queer custom in footbail 
to get revenge for a defeat by beating somebody else. 
Georgetown defeated N. Y. U. last year, and the Vio- 
let got revenge by spoiling Carnegie Tech’s record for 
the season. Harvard was beaten by Penn and tied by 
Holy Cross and came right back for a large order of 
revenge by shoving Eli Yale around the New Haven 
gridiron, 

In some games a surprise defeat shakes the morale 
of the loser, but in football it seems more often to 
work the opposite way. Perhaps that’s why footbai! 
is a great game, or at least it is one of the reasons 
for the lure of the sport. There are other reasons too 
numerous to mention. 


On a War Basis. 





Major Charley Daly once wrote a book on football 
that began with the statement that football was war on 
a small scale. Looking over the casualty lists and re- 
calling such stirring frays as the Army-Navy debate, 
the Harvard-Princeton break and the N. Y. U.-Colum- 
bia explosion, it would seem that Major Daly was 
conservative in his statement. 

There is another application of that same state- 
ment. With the general growth of football across the 
country from the rockbound coast of Maine to the sun- 
kissed (advt.) shores of California, the number of 
“big” teams, gridiron machines capable of facing 
practically any opposition, has increased to the point 
where there are comparatively few breathing spaces 
after the first game or two on the schedule. The op- 
position is strong and continuous all along the line, 
just as it was from Calais down to Belfort in the 
jolly days of a decade ago. 

Thus when a college throws in its shock troops for 
one battle, it weakens itself for the next attack from 
another quarter. Twenty years or so ago a “big”’ 
college could run in reserves in certain football frays, 
just to keep the reservists in trim and, at the same 
time, save the heavy artillery for some main action 
later on. 

But they are all main actions now. Tactics depend 
upon just what strong points a team hopes to carry 
by storm. The atlitude of almost any coach these 
days is: ‘‘You can’t win ’em all.’’ So they prepare to 
win certain definite battles and do the best they can 
in other tight corners and desperate encounters. 


Surprise Attacks. 

Georgia Tech, for instance, had its eye on future 
operations when it was surrounded and captured by 
North Carolina. Not that North Carolina is net a 
good team. It is, and Southern scouts report that 
Georgia, conqueror of Yale, may be taken into camp 
tomorrow by that same North Carolina aggregation. 
But Tech was looking in another direction when it 
was clipped savagely from the side. .

The following information has been summarized by Mr. Harvey S. Firestone, President of The Firestone Tire & Rubber Company, from his letter to 


the undersigned in regard to this issue: 


The Firestone Tire & Rubber Company, incorporated in Ohio in

Traders Struggle for Mas- 
tery in the Pit.

corn Shows a Strong Undertone and 
Surplus In Pit Is Absorbed— 
Clove Is Higher. 





wew York Times. 
CHICAGO, Il., Oct. 17.—Trade was 
heavy in wheat today, with heavy 
and general liquidation on the part | 
of longs. Sellers of daily and weekly 
bids in many instariceés were forced | 
to protect themselves. However, the | 
breaks brought in equally heavy buy- 
ing by shorts and holders of bids 
and there was also free bnying by 
some of the leading sellers of the 
previous day. Price changes were 
very rapid throughout the day, with | 
the finish on a strong rally with net 


losses of %& to *% cent. March sold 
at a new low for the season during 
the day, 

Winnipeg was weaker than the 
local market at times, but turned 
strong toward the last and closed 3% 
to % cent higher. Crop reports from 
Argentina were bullish and the| 
Buenos Aires market rallied and fin- | 
ished unchanged to % cent higher, 
while Rosario was to % cent 
higher. 

Priv ate cables estimated the Ar-| 
gentine wheat crop at 165,000,000 to 
185,000.000 bushels, compared with 
307,000,000 bushels harvested iast 
year. Nat C. Murray, a local ob- 
server, who is now in Argentina, 
cabled that the Province of Cordoba 
wis in poor shape. It has about 25 
per cent of the total acreage of that 
country. 

Export demand showed improve- 
ment, with private reports suggest- 
ing as high as 750,000 bushels sold in 
all positions, partly hard Winters. 

Primary arrivals of wheat today, | 
1,232,000 bushels; week ago, 1,517,000 | 
bushels; year ago, 2,899,000 bushels. 
Shipments 836.000 bushels; week 
ago, 946,000 bushels; last year, 
1,655,000 bushels. 

The corn market showed a strong 
undertone the greater part of the 
day and closed *% to %4 cent higher.

Decline $3,366,900 in Week 


Contracts for building and engi- 
neering work in the metropolitan 
area last week totaled $12,575,400, 
a decline of $3,366,900 from the 
preceding week’s aggregate of 
$15,942,300, according to the F. W. 
Dodge Corporation. Included in 
last week’s total was $4,230,700, or 
34 per cent, for residential build- 
ings; $4,024,500, or 32 per cent, 
for educational buildings; $1,900,- 
000, 15 per cent, for commercisl 
plants, and $1,110,200, or 9 per 
cent, for public works and utili- 
ties. 

The cumulative total of all con- 
struction since the first of this 
year amounts to $921,845,700, 
making a daily average of $3,857,- 
100, as compared with a daily 
average of $5,188,137 for new con- 
struction work started during the 
first ten months of 1920. 

Projects reported last week as 
being in the contemplated stage 
amounted to $14,907,300 in the 


metropolitan district.
